Forrest Bird, this week came up 
with a new oxygen breathing as- 
sister-controller, which has been 
tested and can ventilate

thing from & mouse to a horse" 
The new invention, especially 
designed to do two functions, can 
breathe for a very small baby 
and can be set for automatic ven­ 
tilation for any persons, regard­ 
less of the mixture of gas and air 
prescribed 
BIRD. IN WORKING out the 
development spent many months 
working with leading doctors in 
the state and going into operating 
rooms to check and double check 
the engineering of the unit. Thou­ 
sands of the Mark VII unit are 
in use in hospitals, universities, 
and clinics across the nation, and 
its use on polio victims has all 
but done away with the iron lung. 
One doctor in the East has had 
a polio patient on the Bird Unit 
“for many weeks now” and it has 
given the patient “a freedom that 
under any other condition would 
make it impossible for such a 
complete treatment.” 
The patient can have the Bird 
Unit on and can get into the baths 
and do other exercises without 
being away from the life giving 
ventilation and oxygen. 
The new unit, which this week 
makes its debut into California 
respiratory medicine, cuts out the 
manual manipulation of the older 
unit, and makes its use on small 
children easier and automatic. 
THE FOUR PROTOTYPE units 
built by Bird, have been sent with 
trained personnel to the C h i I- 
dren s Hospital in Los Angeles, 
and the Rancho Los Amigos hos­ 
pital at Bellflower. The two other 
units are being held by B i r d 
experimental laboratories in Palm 


Springs and San Francisco for 
evaluation, testing, experimenta­ 
tion, and demonstration. 
The units will be tested for 
some six months before they go 
into production by F. M. Bird 
and Associates in San Francisco 
and Palm Springs.

Taxes and Tuition 


Budget Problems Plague 
junior College Board 


Members of the junior college 
district board of trustees l a s t 
night wrestled with the perplex­ 
ing problem of tax rates a n d 
tuition fees and ended up by 
slashing $141.000 from their 1958­ 
59 budget. 
But there’s no saving for the 
taxpayers — the amount cut from 
the district budget will be collec­ 
ted by the county to pay the way 
for Coachella Valley students at­ 
tending junior colleges elsewhere. 


IN PREPARING their original 
$511.000 budget, Coachella Valley 
Junior Cpllege District trustees 
assumed they vvuld be obligated 
to pay college tuition fees of stu­ 
dents from this area 
The board had agreed to charge 
the taxpayers 35 cents per $100 
assessed evaluation to secure the 
budget amount. 
Bui — and here’s where the 
confusion begins — county Coun­ 
sel James H. Angel ruled t h a t 
since the district was not in exis­ 
tence for the entire 1957-58 school 
year. 
There, Angel decided, the coun­ 


ty, and not the district, was ob­ 
ligated to pay tuition bills that 
accured for students attending 
junior colleges last year. Tuition 
rates, he explained, is paid for 
the previous year. 


IN EFFECT, this reduced the 
district tax rale by 12.4 cents, ac­ 
cording to Gail Brumwell. district 
administrative 
assistant: 
but 
then, he noted, there is another 
technical point and a bit more 
confusion. 
If the rate was cut by 12.4 cents 
the new tax rate would be about 
224 cents, which would bring the 
district about $334.911 from as­ 
sessed evaluation of $164.208.630 
for property within the district. 
But. Brumwell told the board, 
the district needs $370,477 for its 
first year of operation Thi s , he 
said, would require a tax rate of 
about 25 cents. 


OSTENSIBLY. THIS w o u l d

End Hunt for 
99 Victims of 
Plane Crash 


Cause of Tragedy 


Still Mystery 


A fter Day's Study 
SHANNON. Ireland (UPD - T h e 
search for bodies or possible sur­ 
vivors of Thursday s crash of a 
KLM Dutch airliner with 99 per­ 
sons aboard was called off today. 
A KLM spokesman said that all 
ships which had searched the ar­ 
ea where the plane plunged into 
the white - capped Atlantic 130 
miles northwest of Shannon were 
told to proceed to their destina­ 
tions. 
The spokesman did not say 
whether the search had b e e n 
abandoned altogether or whether 
it had been called off just for to­ 
day. 
.. 


THE CAUSE of the tragic ac­ 
cident on the Amsterdam to New 
York flight still was a mystery. 
An airport official said investi­ 
gators were checking all possibil­ 
ities— that the plane had b e e n 
hit by lightning during a sudden 
Atlantic squall, that it had suf­ 
fered a sudden engine failure, 
that it was sabotaged, that it was 
destroyed by a bomb, that some­ 
one deliberately wrecked it as 
part of an insurance plot. 
Parts of the wreckage and bod­ 
ies of some of the victim» were 
on their way to Irish ports aboard 
surface vessels that had raced to 
the scene in a vain attem pt at 
rescue operations. 
Col. J. Maher, m a n a g e r of 
Shannon Airport, said the cause 
of the disaster may not be known 
for “days or weeks.” 
"There have been rumors that 
an electrical storm caused the 
crash — for that matter, every 
possible cause has been suggest­ 
ed — but these are only w i l d 
guesses.” Maher said. “The cause 
cannot be established until the ex­ 
perts have made their examina­ 
tion.”

in New York that ‘ something vio­ 
lent must have taken place” be­ 
cause it was “highly improbable” 
that the plane's four motors and 
four radio sets all would go bad 
together under ordinary circum­ 
stances. 


New Hurricane 
Sweeps Atlantic

President Says 


No Federal Money 


Marked for Study 
WASHINGTON — WD - Presi­ 
dent Eisenhower assured a roused 
Senate today that no federal mon­ 
ey has been or will be spent on a 
study of possible U.S. surrender to 
an enemy in event of nuclear war. 
He issued a statement declaring 
that the idea of such a project 
is “nonsense " 
The President's reaction to the 
unroar which rocked the Senate 
Thursday was outlined to news­ 
men in a statement read by White 
House Press Secretary James C. 
Haeerty. 
"As far as the President Is con­ 
cerned." Hagerty said. "All this 
talk about surrender is nonsense.” 
THE PRESS SECRETARY add­ 
ed:* Let me set the record straight. 
There has been no public money 
spent to study how or when the 
United States might surrender. 
There will be no such m o n e y 
spent for such a purpose. 
“The Senate evidently f e e l s 
about this as does the President. 
It wants to require that no ap­ 
propriation be used for such a 
purpose. 
"As to that, the P r e s i d e n t 
want me to say this: Even if he 
is gives the money for such a 
purpose, it would not be snent. 
The whole m atter is too ridicul­ 
ous for comment.” 
HAG BUTT SAID the President 
had authorized him to make the 
statement exactly as he made it. 
He declined to go further when 
asked if the President resented a 
proposed amendment which stir­ 
red up the Senate furor. T h e 
amendment to bar spending any 
federal money for a surrender 
study sent the Senate into an up­ 
roarious night session Thursday. 
Despite the Presidents state­ 
ment. the Senate moved toward 
a vote on the proposal. 
Democratic leader Lyndon B 
Johnson 'Tex.) told newsmen he 
does not believe money has been 
spent on such studies or “will be 
spent.” But he said that "in the 
light of the rumors" the proposal 
should be passed * and I believe 
it will be.”

Storm Blacks Out 
Power, Phones

Palm Springs suffered a leng­ 
thy power blackout yesterday as 
lightning bolls ripped into trans­ 
mission equipment and lines feed­ 
ing the resort area from San 
Gorgonio Pass. 
Telephone service from th e 
Pass to Phim Valley suffered a 
similar late when a powerful 
electric storm cut a wide swath 
from the Pass to Blythe. 
California Electric Power Com­ 
pany Superintendent E. R. Burk­ 
ett said power went out for 25 
minutes here yesterday when sev - 
eral lightning holts blasted Pass 
facilities feeding power into the 
resort. 
Automatic controls were dam­ 
aged. f o r c i n g troubleshooting 
crews to revert to manual con­ 
trols. 
The storm, which skipped Palm 
Springs and later rav aged t h e 
Blythe area, disrupted power in 
Cabazon and Whitewater for a 
much longer period. Burkett said. 
Calectric crews from P a l m 
Springs were dispatched to Bly­ 
the this morning, where power 
was still partially out at 8 a.m. 
today. 
Telephone lines, similarly rip­ 
ped by lightning bolts, shorted 
transmission for one to two hours 
in various resort areas, extending 
as far east from the city as Palm 
Valley.

Might Take Action 


Unless, U.S., British 


Quit Middle East 


UNITED NATIONS, N.V. (UPII—The Soviet Un. 
Ion uarned today it might “lake action” if American 
and British troops are not withdrawn from the Middle 
East. The sabre-rattling statement lent urgency to the 
imergency session of the U.N. General Assembly. 
The Soviets made the threat in 
Pravda. the official Communist 
Party organ, as the Western na­ 
tions swung their support to a 
Norwegian resolution asking Sec­ 
retary General Dag Hammarsk- 
jold to put President Eisenhow­ 
er's Middle East peace plan into 
action. 


SOME OBSERVERS dismissed 
the Moscow warning as a propa­ 
ganda jab designed to give em­ 
phasis to a Soviet resolution call­ 
ing for the immediate withdrawal 
of American and British troops 
from Lebanon and Jordan R u t 
they were worried by the blunt 
wording. 
Moscow said “our state cannot 
be indifferent to the fact that a 
serious danger of war ia being 
g e n e r a t e d in the immediate 
vicinity of its borders" and 
it 
is natural that in these circum­ 
stances countries bordering on the 
Near and Middle East should be 
forced to take Heps to guarantee 
their own and general security.*’ 
There was a growing b e l i e f 
Hammarskjold himself imrht un­ 
dertake another peace mission‘to 
the Middle East to sound out the 
Arab nations on establishment of 


a do-it-yourself economic program 
and strengthening of independent 
nations against outside subver­ 
sion.

WASHINGTON — OJPB - T h e 
government filed a suit against 
the state of California and nearly 
400 oil producers today to halt 
activities which, it said, are caus­ 
ing the U. S. Naval Shipyard at 
Long Beach to sink into the sea 
Attorney General William P. 
Rogers announced that the suit, 
filed in federal Court at Los An­ 
geles, seeks an injunction and 
damages. 
Rogers said that since the ship­ 
yard was built in the early l»40s 
one section of it has sunk 22 feet 
as a result of pressures caused 
by the removal of millions of bar­ 
rels of oil. billions of cubic feet 
of gas and large quantities of 
water from the Wilmington o i 1 
field — part of which lies under 
Long Beach Harbor. 
Rogers said that, technically, 
the legal action is aimed at sav­ 
ing the naval shipyard and other 
government installations from de­ 
struction and damage caused by 
“subsidence of lands in the Long 
Beach area" 
He said that the Injunction 
sought by the government also 
would have the effect of prevent­ 
ing or reducing further sinking of 
the city of Long Beach itself. 
Rogers said filing of the suit 
“is a major event in the efforts 
to prevent f u r t h e r subsidence 
which has been of grave concern 
to the p e o p l e of the area for 
many years.” 
He said that, in the past, the 
city has suffered from broken 
water mains, sewers, gas a n d 
other underground c o n d u i t s . 
Streets and sidewalks have sunk, 
pavements have broken and build­ 
ings have cracked 
Rogers said the city has been 
forced to spend millions of dol-

California Crime Increase 


Becomes Campaign Issue 
The relatively poor showing being 
niadr by California in a “losing" War 
Against Crime is cause for grave con- 
rern by ail honest and upright citizens 
who value protection of the lives, prop­ 
erty and general welfare of the people 
of our great State. 
Once one of the top States in crime 
prevention and control, crime of sll 
kinds has increased at such an acceler­ 
ated rate in recent years that California 
has descended lo near the bottom of 
the list. 
Comparatively speaking, a person, 
his property and family are today twice 
as safe in New York State thpn in Cali­ 
fornia. According lo latest crime re­ 
ports, felonies committed against per­ 
sons in California now exceed those of 
more populous New York by more than 
100,000 per year. 
Also in sharp contrast is the fact that 
even though gaining in population, New 
York has been holding the line in total 
number of crimes committed while Cal­ 
ifornia's crime increase has been at a 
rate several times in excess of popula­ 
tion gain. Worst of ail, the largest 
source of crime increase is found in the 
younger generation. Meanwhile an in­ 
crease has been noted in the influx of 
out-of-siate criminals, hoodlums and 
racketeers. 
That this startling Increase in crime 
In California will be a major issue in 
(he November elections was assured a 
few days ago when I'nited Slates Sen­ 
ator William F. Know land opened his 
Fall campaign in a speech before State 
Republicans by placing the major re­ 
sponsibility upon State Attorney Gen­ 
eral Brown as chief crime enforcement 
officer of the State and his opponent 
for the Governorship. 
Senator Know land said: "In the more 
than seven years he has held fhe most 
p o we r f u l Attorney General's office 
among the 48 States, our population has 
grown 32%. crime is up 76%; aggravat­ 
ed assault is up 112%; auto theft is up 
130'»; rape is up 100%; burglary is up 


89%; manslaughter is up 70%; theft Is 
up 63%, and robbery is up 38'», 
"lie lias slated in recent months that 
there is no organized crime element in 
our State, but the head of the intelli­ 
gence division of the I .os Angeles Pol­ 
ice Department testified before a com­ 
mittee of the Senate lhat mobsters and 
gangsters are moving into California s 
industries and labor unions at an alarm­ 
ing rate. 
"Californians have reason to be con­ 
cerned by the reported influx of mem­ 
bers of the eastern and mldwestern 
criminal syndicates into our Stale. 
"There is ample reason to believe 
that they are seeking to gain control of 
some of our labor organizations and by 
the investment of underworld funds lo 
penetrate the economic structure of 
California. 
"The objective Is the ultimate politi­ 
cal domination of our Slate." 
Coming from a man noted for his 
ability, leadership, courage a n d out­ 
standing success in administration of 
his governmental office, the above 
words of Senator Knowland on Califor­ 
nia's rampant crime situation are wor­ 
thy of the most serious thought on the 
part of every Individual voter in Cali­ 
fornia regardless of party affiliation. 
Crime is an issue which transcends 
party lines as Is also the matter of plac­ 
ing the government of California for 
the next four years . . . or the next gen­ 
eration . . » in the hands of an eminent 
and capable executive who has been 
proven capable, fearless, dependable 
and incorruptible. 
By his support of the Right-To-Work 
bill and now in his open fight against 
crime, Senator Knowland again demon­ 
strates that he is no "pussyfooter” in 
vole getting.

MK.HKRA. NIXON. Dulles and 
Fisenhower are intelligent men 
to w-hom we should all s h o w 
respect and give attention. But 
the common theme that r u n s 
through their remarks, and the 
common thinking in the I'nited 
States about Latin America is 
mea culpa. 
We have developed an apolo­ 
getic attitude, a remorseful ap­ 
proach as if it were largely our 
fault that these 20 republics have 
not made an economic go of it. 
Even when our public men try 
to explain to fhe Latins that we 
are not so bad. it is done with 
the air of guilt and penitence— 
and an air that does not become 
either ourselves or the truth 


THE TRUTH is that the La­ 
tinos have one. and only one. 
escape from the ponrhou.se — 
unity. The unity cpuld take an 
economic form It could be a 
Common Market within which 
goods wou'd move as freely as 
they do between our own State». 
O rjhe unity could take a politi­ 
cal form It could be a Federa 
tion. such as we have, or such 
as the British West Indies have 
just established. Or the u n i t y 
could he. and should be. both 
economic and political. 
Scattered around Washington, 
from the Commerce and State 
Departments to the v a r i o u s 
groups of economic study and of 
Latin American affairs are per­ 
sons interested in unitv for the 
2* republics to nur south There 
are cons as well as pro» within 
these communities of thought. 


hut every tatin American expert 
will tell every reporter one thing 
for certain — the USA m u s t 
keep hands off this unity busi- 


IF ALL THF. LATINOS, or 
some of the Latinos, or none of 
the latino* 
desire unity—they 
must do it themselves! The way 
to spoil everything is for the 
Yankee colossus to take sides 
_ whose fault is it that 
Latin America Is not united"’ If 
these republics remain ‘ colon- 
less.'' it Is because they do not 
resolve strongly enough to be­ 
come independent 
T h e r e are other factors in 
South American poverty. Jeal­ 
ousy. resentment and self - pity 
are sll active in these peoples* 
thinking toward the rest of th# 
w o r l d An important traveler 
just back from below the border 
gave an off-record estim ate that 
at least half the hate • Yankee 
feeling springs from "misunder­ 
standings " 


A BETTER EXPRESSION. I 
think, would he "neurotic obses­ 
sion. " The Latinos say that we 
put the "w orld'' ahead of them, 
that they are entitled to more 
than they are getting from us: 
that is 
sheer pervisity" for 
us not to tax ourselves heavier 
to do more for them; that we 
arbitrarily fix the import-export 
prices which keep Latin America 
poor. 
Well, whose fault is It — ours 
or theirs — if the Latines suf­ 
fer these twisted thoughts? Does 
the cure for jealousy and self­ 
pity lie with us. in our "infor­ 
mation services." or with them, 
in their own hearts? 


WHILE EIROPF. WAS being 
devastated in World War II. La­ 
tin American trade was increas­ 
ing six tim es in value. Latin 
America is one of the very few 
places on exrth which has con­ 
sistently profited from war. Has 
this experience warped the South 
American mind, so that it takes 
a tortured view of Europe and 
of the |?SA? If so. who's to 
blame"’ 
Latinos do not love us. all re­ 


turning travelers say. because 
we "support dictators." We l l , 
whose dictators are they? It 
takes a tormented and diseased 
mind in any nation to see the 
USA in the role of a dictator- 
lover. Will more aid. more "in­ 
formation services," more dip­ 
lomatic visits work a cure? Or 
does the cure lit within the suf­ 
fer er’ 
MIND YOU. THERE is no 
denying that South America is 
a problem, to some extent our 
problem It would be wrong to 
give the impression that Messrs. 
Nixon. Dqlles and Eisenhower 
have brought home nothing ex­ 
cept criticism s of our side, hut 
these men have stirred up the 
idea that the USA ought to "do 
more' for Latin America. And 
this idea is hurtful to the La­ 
tinos and to us. 
The solution to the problem is 
‘ do more, but by them and not 
by us Today in five Central 
American nations t h e r e is a 
glimmer of unity. The same 
glimmer has been seen in South 
America. Throughout all of La­ 
tin America there are political 
parties which favor federation 
Well. let them federate 
Let 
them "do m ore" for themselves. 
In this—good luck, amigos!
